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Funding for Sandown 
Stream Gauge Dries Up

SANDOWN - Despite 
its installation just three 
years ago, the stream gauge 
in the Exeter River, de- 
scribed as an asset to scien- 
tists and town planners 
alike, appears to be losing 
its funding this year as 
money dries up from the 
state level. 

Funding for the gauge 
was the result of coopera- 
tion between the United 
States Geological Survey 
(USGS) and the state legis- 
lature, and while the USGS 
is still looking to fund oper- 
ations, the state end of 
things will drop off in July 

Residents may have 
noticed the stream gauge's 
bright silver box next to the 
bridge on Odell Road where 
it passes over the Exeter 
River. It's a piece of equip- 
ment that continually tracks 



water flow and sends that 
information to be down- 
loaded to the internet, 
where scientists and laymen 
alike can see what the river 
is doing 24 hours a day. 

While seemingly an eso- 
teric operation, the data 
gathered is useful not only 
to scientists but to everyone 
from homeowners to envi- 
ronmentalists. The informa- 
tion allows researchers to 
find patterns, or none, in 
stream flows and provide 
that information to fellow 
researchers, town planners 
and lawmakers. According 
to Rick Kiah, the USGS's 
Data Chief for New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, that 
information minimizes the 
loss of life and property dur- 
ing natural disasters; helps 
manage water resources for 
domestic, agricultural, com- 
mercial, industrial, recre- 
ational, and ecological uses; 
protects and enhances water 



Chester School Board Looks 
at Creating Technology Plan

CHESTER - At their 
March meeting, the school 
board reviewed a draft tech- 
nology plan written up 
through a cooperation be- 
tween principal Leslie 
Leahy and technology direc- 
tor Bill Cavanaugh. 

The plan, known as the 
Five Year Technology Re- 
newal and Replacement Plan, 
was introduced at the board's 
February meeting. The plan 
outlines every piece of 
equipment in the school, 
including such things as its 
age, estimated useful life, 
wiring needs, and cost to 
replace. It's information in- 
tended to create a schedule 
of replacement as well as to 
provide students with more 



technology. The plan out- 
lines school needs and plans 
for the future. 

While various concerns 
were raised by tech-savvy 
school board members Royal 
Richardson and Catherine 
Treanor about the technical 
aspects of the school's cur- 
rent and future capabilities, 
a sticking point for Richard- 
son came in the Purposes 
and Scope chapter on the 
first page. 

That chapter indicates 
that with the current econom- 
ic climate, expenditures will 
remain relatively flat, and 
expenses will be capped at 3 
percent in the next two years. 
Richardson said this was a 
backwards way to go about 
creating a technology plan. 

What should happen, he 
said, is that a budget should 
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resources for human health, 
aquatic health, and environ- 
mental quality; and con- 
tributes to wise physical 
and economic development 
of the nation's resources. 

The funding for San- 
down's gauge was the result 
of a few converging forces, 
including relatively severe 
flooding that buffeted the 
region - especially since the 
Mother's Day Flood of 2006, 
thorough study of the 
Exeter River, and recom- 
mendations from a task 
force set up to see where the 
gauges could be of most 
use. 

Fifteen other gauges 
were installed at the same 
time as Sandown's, at a time 
when funding cuts had 
reduced the number of 
stream gauges to the lowest 
the state had seen since 
1939. Five gauges are set to 
be pulled out in July.

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be built to a plan, not vice versa. 

"We should decide what 
we need, and then figure 
out the costs," said Richard- 
son. He referenced and sec- 
onded past discussions 
among board members that 
technology was woefully 
underfunded at Chester 
Academy, and there would 
come a time when the 
school had to pay that cost 
for the good of the students. 

While Richardson noted 
that if the plan "asked for a 
Ferrari" in terms of technol- 
ogy, budgets couldn't fit that 
request, he said a technology 
plan should outline what is 
needed in terms of technolo- 
gy first, and costs second. 

The school has had a 
difficult time getting tech- 
nology budgets past the

HAMPSTEAD - The

the Town of Hampstead's 
Boston Post Cane to Joseph 
Gauthier, 95, on Monday 
night. 

Gauthier attended the 
meeting with his daughter 
and extended family. Also 
attending the presentation 
was Maurice Randall, chair- 



man of the Hampstead His- 
toric District Heritage Com- 
mission and the Town's offi- 
cial historian. The commis- 
sion coordinated the search 
for the cane's recipient. 

The Boston Post Cane is 
awarded to the oldest 
Hampstead resident who 
applies for it. The tradition 
began in 1909 when Boston 
Post publisher Edward 
Grozier forwarded to 431 
towns in New England what 



is known as the Boston Post 
Cane. The head of the cane 
is 14-karat gold, with the 
words, "Presented by the 
Boston Post to the oldest 
citizen of Hampstead - to be 
transmitted." 

The cane presented to 
Gauthier is a replica of the 
original Hampstead Boston 
Post Cane. The original was 
returned to Hampstead in 
1974 and was retired at that

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Dog Sounds Alarm in Chester House Fire Sunday

CHESTER - While the 
house at 10 Fremont Road 
Extension was rendered un- 
livable because of a fire that 
tore through it early Sunday 
morning, the residents have 
their lives, in part thanks to 
their dog. 

The fire department was 
called to the residence 
about 4:45 a.m. after the 
couple who lives there 
called 911. According to fire 
chief Rich Antoine, the fire 
started near the basement 
electrical panel when a wire 
there overheated. Antoine 
explained that the old wire 
was probably crimped by a 



staple, and with several 
loads of laundry done that 
evening and the well pump 
kicking on and off, resist- 
ance and heat built up. 

He suspected the fire 
had been burning for hours. 

Antoine said though the 
fire alarms inside the house 
were sounding, the people 
were behind a door with a 
fan on and were not awak- 
ened - at least until their dog 
began to bark a warning. 

Chester responded with 
about a dozen volunteers, 
two engines, the tanker and 
utility truck but received 
aid from seven surrounding 
communities. A second 
alarm was called. 

During the fight, one of 



the firefighters first into the 
home suffered second de- 
gree burns. Lt. Phil Gladu, 
who is also the town's emer- 
gency management director, 
entered the front door to 
begin getting water to the 
flames, but the hot water 
and steam resulting from 
that attack ended up com- 
ing back on him and soaked 
through his collar and 
burned his neck. He was 
transported to Parkland 
Medical Center in Derry for 
evaluation, but was back in 
the station Monday morn- 
ing getting paperwork done. 

The Red Cross respond- 
ed to the fire, and housed 
the residents in a hotel. 

The ranch home on Fre-

Chester Voters May Decide on Lighting Wason Pond Bridge

CHESTER - Voters may 
have the decision at Town 
Meeting this year on 
whether to illuminate the 
bridge that spans the dam at 
Wason Pond. 



On Thursday, March 8, 
Wason Pond Commission 
member Brad Wamsley met 
with the board of selectmen 
to inform them of discus- 
sions about the bridge and 
to present a bid received for 
the work. He presented a 
bid not to exceed $4,950 to 
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run the trenching and 
cables that would allow for 
spotlights on and internal 
lighting of the structure. 

Wamsley said the main 
impetus behind putting up 
lights was security. The fear, 
said Wamsley, is that some- 
one might damage or van- 
dalize the bridge and that 
lights would hopefully dis- 
courage the behavior. 

He added, however, that 



the lights could have a posi- 
tive aesthetic value as well. 

While selectman Mike 
Weider suggested the high- 
way department take on the 
ditching work required, 
selectman Jack Cannon 
took an entirely different 
tack. 

"It's so beautiful," said 
Cannon of the handmade 
timber framed bridge. "I 
love how it's so undis- 



turbed. The point of the 
construction was a natural 
process, and I don't know 
how I feel about (lighting 
the bridge up)." 

Cannon said that as it 
was, the bridge looked per- 
fect, and that waning or 
waxing natural light lent a 
substance to the structure. 

Wamsley said that in the 
past, when Wason Pond was 
privately owned and known 



as Silver Sands Camp- 
ground, the dam's waterfall 
was historically lit, and it 
presented a pretty picture, 
especially in the winter 
months when the water 
began to freeze. 

The board decided to 
write up a warrant article 
for the effort to allow public 
input. 

"It's their bridge," said 
Cannon. "Let them decide." 
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Highway Workers Note Problems with Fuel Purchases

department workers Andy 
Higham and Peter Broom 
met with the board of select- 
men to obtain clarification 
on a new practice for buying 
fuel instituted by the board 
earlier this year. 

The board had discussed 
the potential for employees 
to purchase fuel at state 
Department of Transporta- 
tion (DOT) sheds to save on 
fuel taxes, but highway 



workers were confused 
about how they were sup- 
posed to go about doing it 
once the decision was put 
into practice. 

Higham explained at the 
board's Thursday. March 8, 
meeting what the process 
has been, and noted confu- 
sion not only about where 
gas and diesel ought to be 
purchased, but who signed 
him up for his own DOT gas 
card. He explained that he 
and Broom tried to go 
through the motions of 
obtaining fuel at the Chester 



DOT shed, but ran into sev- 
eral glitches, from finding 
out his DOT card didn't 
work there to trying to get 
questions answered. 

The Chester DOT shed 
doesn't have gasoline, only 
diesel, so there were further 
questions on whether to 
continue past practice or 
find that product elsewhere. 

Higham said everyone 
wanted to save money, but 
suggested that better com- 
munication should take 
place with those with the 
boots on the ground. He

HAMPSTEAD - While 
delivering Hampstead Mid- 
dle School students to their 
homes, a Hampstead school 
bus was nicked by a trailer 
being pulled by a pick-up 
truck. 

The incident happened at 
3:54 p.m.

121 A. The bus was waiting 
to make a left turn to con- 
tinue east on Route 111. 



Moore said the truck didn't 
stop but the contact was 
made by the trailer, and the 
truck driver may not have 
known he had nicked the 
bus. 

Hampstead Rescue per- 
sonnel checked out the four 
middle school students on 
the bus, determining that 
there had been no injuries 
to them or to the bus driver, 
and the bus continued on 
its route.

CHESTER -While voting 
for Chester's school district 
was completed this week, the 
town side of things is ramp- 
ing up. As one of the first 
steps in that process, the fil- 
ing period for open seats 
begins on March 21. 

Fifteen town positions 
are open this election cycle. 

Two three-year term 
selectmen positions are up, 
currently held by Jack Can- 
non and Joe Castricone. 

Five budget committee 



positions are open, with 
three of them for three-year 
terms and two for two years. 
Those positions are current- 
ly held by chair Rhonda 
Lamphere, Chris Hadik, 
Chuck Heuer, Michael 
Branley and Gary Chesney. 

Michael Scott's modera- 
tor term is up as well. 

Two trustees of the trust 
fund seats are open, one a 
two-year term and one a 
three-year, currently held by 
Colin Costine and Lorna 
Hazelton. 

Two library trusteeships 
are up, held by Mary Beth 



Ditoro and Barbara Cannon. 

Also open are a Great 
Hill Cemetery trustee seat, 
currently held by Joanne 
Millsaps; a Village Cemetery 
trustee seat, currently held 
by Mark Sanborn; and a 
Trustee of the Wilcomb 
Townsend Trust seat, cur- 
rently held by Lisa Oleson. 

The filing period runs 
from March 21 until March 
30 at 5 p.m. 

To sign up or for ques- 
tions, contact town clerk 
Barbara Gagnon at 887- 
3636. 
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added that the selectmen 
were in charge, but that the 
employees were an exten- 
sion of them. 

Higham asked whether 
the board had asked road 
agent Mike Oleson about 
the new practice, and chair 
Steph Landau said it had 
not, and the board had no 
intention of doing so. 

"It's our job to handle 
the finances and we tried to 
handle it properly, but you 
apparently didn't hear it," 
said Landau, adding that all 
departments were informed 
of the change. He added that 
anyone can call him at any 
time with questions. 

The fire department and 
police department use fuel 
tanks at the fire station. 

Selectman Mike Weider 
had similar comments, but 
in his reckoning, Oleson 
knew all about the change. 
Weider said the board had 
told Oleson about the deci- 
sion and that he was at the 
meeting when the matter 
was decided. Weider said it 



was a concern to him that 
the information wasn't re- 
layed. 

Oleson, contacted after 
the meeting, had no recol- 
lection of a definite answer 
on a change to the fuel pro- 
tocol and said he was not at 
any meeting where that was 
decided. 

"I was never involved," 
said Oleson. "They never 
spoke with me, and I always 
give direction to my crew." 

Oleson added that he 
wasn't upset about the prac- 
tice, but that it had left ques- 
tions unanswered. 

While there was a public 
discussion during a select- 
men's meeting on the poten- 
tial to use state fuel, the 
announcement of the deci- 
sion was made quickly at a 
subsequent meeting. 

Oleson expressed dis- 
agreement with the practice, 
as it is more difficult for him 
to track employee time and 
fuel costs with the state, but 
said if that was the board's 
decision, that was fine. He 



has also asked the selectmen 
for approval to install a skid 
tank at the highway garage, 
in part to cover fuel during 
emergencies, as currently 
Oleson's company, MLM 
Construction, is providing 
fuel for the town during 
such events. 

Landau noted the cost of 
installing a tank at the high- 
way garage as reason not to 
do so. 

During last week's meet- 
ing, Landau quickly estimat- 
ed that the amount the town 
had already saved through 
the state was $400, but the 
actual savings is smaller. 
The town has purchased 
about 200 gallons of diesel 
with the state, at a savings of 
about 40 cents per gallon. 

Not only does the state 
not pay taxes on its fuel, it 
also locks in fuel rates for 
three months at a time. It's a 
practice that could save 
additional money when 
rates are climbing, but the 
opposite is also possible 
when rates are dropping.

All in This Together 



It's human nature to focus on 
what's in front of us, in this case, what 
the town where we live is doing or not 
doing. 

That makes sense - what our town 
government does has a clear and direct 
impact on our tax bill and our quality 
of life. 

But we don't live in a vacuum. 
What happens in our town is impacted 
by what happens in neighboring 
towns. What ends up in the river above 
us, what is built just over the town line 
- those are the kinds of things that can 
have a major impact on our quality of 
life, even though we don't have a direct 
say. 

But often we can have one. 

The Manchester Boston Regional 
Airport that is mostly in Londonderry 
plays a major role in the northern part 
of town. In Manchester, the area 
around the airport is being talked 
about as a site for a prison. And a 
prison so close to the Londonderry 
town line should clearly be of interest 
to Londonderry officials. 

Last week's Londonderry Times 
article about that possibility resulted in 
less than sterling responses from local 
officials. While a Manchester alderman 
is advocating for his constituents in 
opposing it, little is being discussed in 
Londonderry. Granted, no solid pro- 
posal has been presented, but if one 
were to go before Manchester's land 



use board, we would expect it to be 
declared a "development of regional 
interest" per RSA 36:54, in other words 
a project likely to have "impacts 
beyond the boundaries of a single 
municipality." Londonderry should be 
prepared for that eventuality. 

The immense size of the Wood- 
mont Commons development in Lon- 
donderry is another example of a pro- 
posal of regional interest, this time to 
Derry. And while Derry officials are 
well aware of the plan, much of the 
focus of economic development in 
Derry is the same old story that has 
been tried repeatedly for years, center- 
ing on Route 102 downtown. A major 
development like Woodmont, just over 
the town line and just off 102, begs for 
a new look at what Derry could do to 
boost its economy, instead of falling 
back on the same old, same old. 

A final example. The Mottolo pig 
farm Superfund site in Raymond could 
impact residential wells over the town 
line in Chester. Under U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency supervision, 
Chester selectmen and neighboring 
residents have been kept informed of 
meetings and developments. That's the 
way things should work. 

So while our focus of necessity is 
on what our own town is doing, it 
makes sense to pay attention to what 
our neighbors are planning as well. 
Right from the start. 
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Elderly Exemption 

To the editor: 

In response to the letter 
of Ralph Millard from 
Sandown regarding Deliber- 
ative Session, I offer the fol- 
lowing: 

Mr. Millard overlooks 
that although I am the 
recreation director for the 
town, I am also a voter and 
Sandown taxpayer, as I have 
been for more than 30 
years. 

Being a town employee 
doesn't mean giving up 
your right to vote or partic- 
ipate in decisions that affect 
your town. That right is 
afforded to me by the Con- 
stitution, and in the very 
words Mr. Millard writes 
regarding the sacrifices that 
have been made by many 
that allow all of us the right 
to our votes. Many town 
employees, indeed most, 
are resident taxpayers and 
voters. 

Town employees care 
greatly about how tax dol- 
lars are spent since they are 
our tax dollars too. Mr. Mil- 
lard insinuates I am "cruel 
and insensitive" where our 
seniors are concerned. 
Nothing could be further 
from the truth, as those 
who know me understand 
well. I certainly don't 
oppose the elderly exemp- 
tion, quite the opposite. My 
first words in speaking to 
his article were, "I support 
the elderly exemption and 
I'm glad we have it." Subse- 
quently, I opposed his war- 
rant article to change it. 

Sandown allows gener- 
ous limits for this exemp- 
tion, some of the most gen- 
erous in the state. A married 
senior couple with annual 
income up to $70,000 and 
with $200,000 in assets 
(not including their San- 
down home) qualifies. 

You only need to be 65 
and live in town for three 
years to apply. With the 
growing number of over 55 
housing, that's something to 
take into consideration 
before increasing amounts

again. 

In 2011, the town grant- 
ed some $160,000 in waived 
taxes for the elderly. That is 
a good thing. No such 
exemption exists for the 
young family who may earn 
far less than $70K and no 
$200K in assets. They strug- 
gle, but there is no tax break 
for them. Yet they and oth- 
ers make up the difference 
when exemptions are grant- 
ed. Mr. Millard's proposal 
would boost exemptions to 
nearly $200K every year. 

I objected to Mr. Mil- 
lard's son and fellow budget 
committee member, Robert 
Millard, stating the people 
who were in attendance 
shouldn't be "dictating" to 
voters not present. I said 
those present had chosen to 
be there, just as those not 
present had the choice to 
not be there. That is what a 
democracy allows us. It also 
allows us to follow pre- 
scribed rules for what can 
and can't happen at such 
meetings. Just because you 
don't like the outcome 
doesn't mean you cry foul 
or cost the taxpayers money 
by suing to try and get 'your 
way' which is what Mr. Mil- 
lard has threatened. A bet- 
ter solution might be to 
work together to try and 
find a private way to help 
those seniors who need 
help with their taxes. No 
senior should fear losing 
their home. 

Go to work on a plan like 
that, Mr. Millard, and I will 
surely help you. I'm willing 
to bet others would too.

Sex Offender Protection

So now we see exactly 
what was expected; that 
live, human victims are now 
coming forward with claims 
of sexual abuse by the con- 
victed and career sex of- 
fender Gary Britton. 

In 2011, 1 asked that the 
Chester Board of Selectmen 
publicly review procedures 
either used or lacking in al- 



lowing Mr. Britton free, 
ample and frequent access 
to the town's children. I was 
particularly interested in 
reviewing how and why a 
convicted sex offender was 
hired to perform work with- 
in the purview of Recre- 
ation, how and why town 
officials were not aware of 
the well-known sex offend- 
er status of Mr. Britton, and 
why the BOS did not even 
bother to check the town's 
own website for offenders. 

After Britton was arrest- 
ed yet again in Chester for 
child pornography and 
weapons charges, the BOS 
promised that no children 
were ever at risk and that 
nothing further needed to 
be done regarding the case. 
Furthermore, the BOS 
offered the public Q&A ses- 
sions surrounding the case. 

I and at least one other 
resident requested Q&A re- 
view of issues of concern 
such as Britton's premier 
role in the Chester Town 
Fair for many years as a 
known offender. My con- 
cern was that procedures 
needed review. However, 
the BOS refused any such 
review and even refused me 
an agenda slot at a sched- 
uled meeting. Again, my 
concern was about proce- 
dure. The BOS insisted that 
all Britton matters were in 
the purview of the Chester 
Police, and washed their 
hands of the matter. 

I contend that the BOS 
behavior and their lack of 
due diligence on their part 
put this town's children at 
significant risk. And exactly 
as I predicted, live victims 
are emerging.

Fire Department Receives Grant

CHESTER - The Chester 
fire department has received 
another grant, and at an 
award of approximately 
$41,000, it's their largest 
this year. The sum will go 
toward buying vehicle extri- 
cation equipment, the items 
that cut, split and otherwise 
open up cars that have been 
in serious enough accidents 
to crush their doors. 

The award was approved 
last week through the 2011 
Federal Assistance to Fire- 



fighters Grant. It's the result 
of a cooperation between 
former town grant writer 
Erin Newnan, Fire Chief 
Rich Antoine and Lt. Kevin 
Wunderly. The department 
has written for this particu- 
lar grant a number of times. 

New equipment will 
replace its more than 20- 
year-old counterparts, 
which currently are on the 
rescue truck. The older 
equipment will be refur- 
bished and installed on one 
of the department's engines. 

Antoine said that next 
month he'll have various 



manufacturers come to the 
fire department with equip- 
ment and cars so that fire- 
fighters and rescue person- 
nel can try out different 
brands. Antoine noted that 
rather than decide by him- 
self which is the best piece 
for the department, he'll 
have everybody try them 
out and give him input on 
what's best. 

The Federal Assistance 
to Firefighters Grant pro- 
gram is run through the 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA).

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Frank Sapareto, R-Derry, 
with a March 7 voice vote in 
favor of the Municipal and 
County Government Com- 
mittee's recommendation as 
part of the motion for bills 
on the consent calendar. 

"We are glad for the resi- 
dents of Deny, Hampstead, 
Chester and Auburn that the 
New Hampshire House agrees 
with many town officials, 
local state representatives and 
the Municipal and County 
Government Committee," 
said Pinkerton Academy 
Headmaster Mary Anderson, 
who testified against the bill 
at a Feb. 9 public hearing of 
the committee. 

Sapareto, who was a 
member of the Derry Tax- 
payers Alliance for 10 years, 
said he was asking that the 
Derry taxpayers only be 
required to pay their fair 
share for Pinkerton Acade- 
my services. 



In a Feb. 7 presentation 
to the Derry Town Council, 
Sapareto said the roughly 
1,000 Pinkerton students 
from towns outside Derry 
utilize services their com- 
munities should be held 
financially accountable for - 
namely fire services and 
Pinkerton's school resource 
officer, whose salary is paid 
by the Town of Derry. 

"The taxpayers of Derry 
shouldn't have to pay for 
services used by other 
towns," he said. 

But Anderson, who also 
spoke against the bill at that 
same Council meeting, said 
HB1201 would result in a 
steep tuition hike, as much 
as $600 to $900 per student. 

"That could have the 
unintended consequence of 
making tuition so high that 
other towns could choose to 
leave Pinkerton. That 
would further drive up 



tuition and perhaps leave 
Derry to bear all tuition 
costs," she said. 

It was that, and other 
unintended consequences 
of HB1201, that caused 
greatest concern to oppo- 
nents of the legislation. 

Those who advocated 
against the bill also argued 
the legislation would set an 
undesirable precedent of 
taxing non-profit institu- 
tions, such as church 
schools, the state colleges' 
holdings, and hospitals. 

"I am very satisfied 
(HB1201) was defeated by 
committee and especially 
the House," Derry School 
Board Chair Kevin Gordon 
wrote in an email. "I know 
we as a board did not sup- 
port this, as this was not a 
bill that had the best inter- 
est for the taxpayers of our 
community." 
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Zoning Board Grants Approvals to Five Requests

HAMPSTEAD - After its 
last meeting was postponed 
because of snow, the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment (ZBA) 
had a full agenda, and all 
five hearing requests were 
unanimously approved. 

Fresh Water Farms 
owner Chuck Morse was 
represented at the Thursday, 
March 8, meeting by Attor- 
ney Bernard Campbell of 
Campbell & Beaumont in 
Salem, in a request for a 
special exception to permit 
a freestanding sign that 
would be taller and larger 
than what is allowed in the 
residential zone at the farm's 
location, and for a variance 
to allow the sign to be inter- 
nally lighted. 

Fresh Water Farm is a 
commercial venture located 
partly in a residential zone 
because of the configuration 
of the land. The property is 
also partly in Atkinson. The 
sign sought would be lower 



than the existing sign, and the 
board said it liked the design 
and had no issues with the 
height or size before approv- 
ing the request. 

The board spent more 
time discussing the sign 
being internally lit, but after 
putting it in the approval 
that it would not be a flash- 
ing or video type sign or 
change pictures any faster 
than every 10 seconds, the 
board approved the variance. 

Robert and Arlene Trask 
received unanimous ap- 
proval of their request to 
tear down two existing 
structures and rebuild a sin- 
gle story and a half struc- 
ture at 191 Mills Shore 
Drive. The board thanked 
the Trasks for the trans- 
parency of their efforts, 
their work with abutters 
and the completeness of 
their plans and permits. The 
new dwelling will remain 
seasonal, but Trask said 
their intention is to return 
to the board in the future 
and seek year round conver- 



sion for the new dwelling. 

Walton and Sandra 
Skeete sought conversion of 
their house at 25 Harris 
Ave., from a seasonal 
dwelling. They told the ZBA 
they thought the house was 
a year round dwelling, and 
sought conversion to cor- 
rect the matter. They said 
they plan to upgrade the 
septic, add insulation, bring 
the electrical up to code and 
meet any other require- 
ments set forth by Building 
Inspector Kris Emerson. 

The couple is living in a 
single room at a friend's 
home until they can 
upgrade the dwelling from 
seasonal to year round, even 
though the former owners 
lived in it year round. 

The board gave condi- 
tional approval for conver- 
sion, subject to completing 
Emerson's list of require- 
ments, but the couple can- 
not get a permit of occupan- 
cy until they meet those re- 
quirements. The house will 
become a year round dwel- 
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ling as soon as they receive 
the occupancy permit. 

Cindy Travers was 
granted approval to open a 
dog daycare on property 
owned by Roland and 
Cecile Gosselin at 45A 



Danville Road. The Gos- 
selins signed off on allowing 
Travers to lease the property 
for this purpose. The only 
stipulation was that a secure 
fence be put in place around 
the back yard area to con- 



tain the dogs when outside. 
The board gave it unani- 
mous approval. 

James Mize of 21 Orcutt 
Drive was approved to add a 
dormer and second bath- 
room to his dwelling.

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Chester Academy Hopes to Move Kindergarten into Main Building

CHESTER - The Chester 
Academy public kindergart- 
en program may be moving 
from its current location 
into the main school build- 
ing if a plan forwarded to 
the school board by admin- 
istration is approved. 

Interim superintendent 
Jim Gaylord raised the issue 
at the school board's March 



7 meeting. Gaylord said that 
coupled with concerns about 
having students in an out- 
building, dropping enroll- 
ment numbers facilitated a 
look at bringing the young- 
est students at the school 
inside. 

With state aid, Chester 
brought in portable class- 
rooms when it instituted a 
public kindergarten pro- 
gram in 2010. While there 
was a space inside the 



school being used for a 
smaller, specialized kinder- 
garten program that could 
have been combined with 
another room, climbing en- 
rollments at that time led 
administrators to deem it 
best to bring in the two sep- 
arate classrooms for the 
program. 

Since then, enrollment 
numbers have shifted and 
the plan now is to use the 
rooms originally intended 



for kindergarten. Principal 
Leslie Leahy said the rooms 
are well suited to the age 
group and both have their 
own bathroom. 

They have similar square 
footage to the portable class- 
rooms, an attached play- 
ground, and better evacua- 
tion routes in the event of 
an emergency. 

Leahy said safety was 
the main driver of the plan, 
adding that while the school 



does its best to keep all chil- 
dren safe, having a class- 
room outside in the back of 
the school could cause 
issues. She said that having 
the kindergarteners inside 
would reduce the ability for 
a parent to bypass the front 
office to pick up their child. 

A cost estimate should 
be nailed down by the next 
board meeting, said Gay- 
lord, but rough estimates 
put the job of converting 



the rooms at $5,000. Mak- 
ing that shift easier is that 
walls erected in the room 
vacated by the kindergarten 
program are soft and more 
easily removed. 

The School Administra- 
tive Unit (SAU) office would 
move into the portable class- 
room space out back. 

If the work is approved, 
it would likely take place 
this summer.

budget committee in recent 
years, and Leahy referred to 
that issue, stating that in the 
past, when technology num- 
bers showed significant in- 
creases, they were cut past 
flat. The idea was that a fixed 
3 percent increase in the next 
couple of years would at least 
prevent the line from being a 
target for further cuts. 

The first chapter explains 
some of the difficulty Ches- 
ter and other school districts 



are facing. That chapter il- 
lustrates the changing na- 
ture of the technology world 
and how the "vertically inte- 
grated approach," which 
initially prompted wide 
scale use of email and com- 
puter networks, has given 
way to "the rapid industrial- 
ization of information tech- 
nology in the academic sec- 
tor." This shift, the report 
reads, has "Chester Acade- 
my's technology department 



struggling to maintain up- 
to-date services, leaving lit- 
tle resource, time, or energy 
for the deep application of 
rapidly emerging technolo- 
gies at the core activities of 
the school." 

The board and adminis- 
tration also discussed the ap- 
propriateness of potentially 
allowing kids to use their 
personal computer devices 
in class in a directed way. 

It's a discussion the tech- 
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nology committee has been 
having, and Leahy said the 
administration's plan was to 
take it slowly and do its best 
to manage devices in a way 
that allows kids and teach- 
ers the benefits of new tech- 
nology while harnessing the 
negative aspects. 

In other board business 
at the Wednesday, March 7, 
meeting: 

• The cost of a carton of 
milk at Chester Academy 
will be going up by 10 cents, 
according to a school board 



decision prompted by a rev- 
enue/expense gap in the food 
service program this year. 

Cartons will go from 40 
cents to 50 cents. 

Financial manager Ann- 
marie Scribner initially al- 
erted the board to the short- 
fall at its February monthly 
meeting and brought up the 
matter again in March as 
part of her monthly finan- 
cial forecast. 

The current shortfall 
totals about $6,300, she said. 

Scribner said plans were 



being created to manage the 
gap until the end of the year. 

• Also going up will be 
the cost of food for adults at 
the school, which started 
Monday, March 12. 

Superintendent Jim Gay- 
lord said the administration 
did not want to raise the cost 
of food for students this year 
and would rather that deci- 
sion be one made for next 
fall. He noted the lengthy 
period of time since milk 
costs were last raised and 
how delivery costs are up.

CHESTER - More often 
than not, art teachers aren't 
only interested in the art 
they help their students 
make, but are creators in 
their own right, and this 
month and next, everyone 
will have a chance to see the 
work Chester Academy's art 
teacher produces. 

From March 5 until 
April 26, Lisa Blanchette 
will be exhibiting her art at 
the New Hampshire Aud- 
ubon Center, located on the 
shores of Lake Massabesic 
in Auburn. Most of the 
work she's showing was cre- 
ated in the last couple of 



years and in a medium that 
helped rekindle her love of 
painting the world around 
her. 

For years Blanchette 
worked exclusively in oils, 
but she notes in her artist's 
statement for the show that 
experimenting with water- 
colors and pastels opened 
up a new world of inspira- 
tion, one she suspects will 
keep her busy for the fore- 
seeable future - when she's 
not busy kindling a love for 
art in her young charges. 

"I am inspired by the 
beauty of my surround- 
ings," she said. "A single 
tree, flowers, water, even a 
portion of a building (often 
integrated with nature) can 



be a powerful 
inspiration." 

She adds that while 
working on Nantucket 
Island a couple years back, 
she realized again her love 
of painting "en plein air," or 
outdoors. Her show is a tes- 
tament to a love of nature 
and the scenes it presents to 
those who take the time to 
look. 

While Blanchette's sub- 
ject matter ranges from trees 
spreading their branches in 
a field to an expansive salt 
marsh to trellised roses, 
each piece not only seeks to 
recreate what she sees, but 
also to work as an independ- 
ent aesthetic object. 

Blanchette has her mas- 



ter's degree in painting and 
has been teaching in 
Chester for the past 10 
years. For Blanchette, who 
now teaches art to grades 
three through eight, the 
time and effort she puts into 
painting supports that other 
part of her artistic life. 

"Teaching is just as 
important to me as creating 
my own artwork," she said.

across the school last week.

HAMPSTEAD - Never 
having been hungry makes 
it difficult for young people 
to comprehend the extent to 
which many people endure 
debilitating hunger in 
today's world. To try and 
make working to end 
hunger more meaningful, 
the Hampstead Congrega- 
tional Church Youth Group 
has been sponsoring a 30- 
hour famine annually for 
more than a decade. This 
year, one of the young peo- 
ple who participated in an 
earlier hunger event was 
back as a leader, adding a 
special feeling to this year's 
endeavor. 

Nichol LaFleur, back as 
an advisor after a number of 
years, teamed up with Tom 
Shallow, who had been her 
advisor, to lead one of the 
two groups of youngsters 
who took part in outreach 
service projects during the 
30-hour famine. 



The church sponsors 
this event for a number of 
reasons, not the least of 
which is to introduce the 
youths to hunger, some- 
thing most of them have 
never experienced. All the 
efforts are designed to raise 
money to help fight hunger, 
but even more important is 
acquainting the youths with 
the realities of hunger, to 
offer a small look at what 
people whose lives are dom- 
inated by hunger and pover- 
ty deal with on a daily basis. 

The youths and advisors 
met at the church at 6 a.m. 
on a Saturday morning. They 
started their 30-hour famine, 
and would subsist on water 
and juice until lunch after 
church service the following 
day. They split into two 
teams and loaded their sup- 
plies into cars, then headed 
to Lawrence, Mass., where 
Christian Education Direc- 
tor Nancy Murdock had 
arranged for the group to 
prepare and serve breakfast 
at Lazarus House, a shelter

for children and women. 

This activity gave the 
young people a first-hand 



look at poverty and hunger 
and a glimpse of how 
important service projects 



such as this one are to the 
people who depend on 
places like Lazarus House. 

The teams then split up, 
with one group going to the 
home of a senior citizen in 
Londonderry to wash win- 
dows, floors, and clean the 
refrigerator, a visit arranged 
by Cindee Tanuma, execu- 
tive director of Community 
Caregivers of Greater Derry. 

The other team went to 
the JFK Coliseum in Man- 
chester, where they helped 
distribute food to more than 
350 people. 

Next on the schedule 
saw one team going to New 
Horizons Food Pantry in 
Manchester to prepare food 
for dinner. The other team 
went to the Mall of New 



Hampshire for a lesson in 
waste, as they observed the 
wasting of food by people 
eating at the food court. 

The teams then re- 
versed, with one visiting the 
mall for the same exercise in 
waste, while the other pre- 
pared and served dinner at 
the Nashua Soup Kitchen 
and Shelter. 

Back at the church, the 
students talked about their 
experience and their reac- 
tions to what they had seen 
and done, enjoyed some fun 
and fellowship, and slept at 
the church. On Sunday 
morning, they shared their 
experiences with the congre- 
gation during the church 
service, then gathered down- 
stairs to break their fast.

Those most familiar 
with the equipment say that 
while it's useful to have its 
immediate data, what's best 
is long-range information 
collected over many years. 
This allows researchers the 
best chance at understand- 
ing what the rivers are 
doing. 

"We need a stable and 
long-term funding source," 
said Wayne Ives of the state 
Department of Environ- 
mental Services. "It (the 
stream gauge) records valu- 
able data for the moment, 
but the value increases as 
the record gets longer." 

Long-term data, from a 
planning perspective, al- 
lows towns to make better 
decisions on culvert and 
bridge size and to determine 
the risk of building infra- 
structure or homes in flood 



zones. 

Illustrative of that plan- 
ning need is Sandown, 
which has a warrant article 
this year asking voters to 
accept their share of a 
$214,435 federal hazardous 
mitigation grant to fix a too 
small culvert on Wells Vil- 
lage Road. Since 1998, at 
least $83,837 in tax dollars 
has been spent fixing the 
area. 

Mark Traeger, a member 
of the Sandown Conserva- 
tion Commission and 
Exeter Squamscott River 
Local Advisory Committee, 
said that from a town per- 
spective, the stream gauge's 
data is useful when apply- 
ing for grants when culverts 
fail. 

Without reliable infor- 
mation, towns either over- 
build water crossings or 
deal with underbuilt ones. 

Ives said a push for more 
information from the rivers 
came after 2005, when the 



Cold River in Alstead flood- 
ed, causing extensive dam- 
age and loss of life. 

Kiah said the USGS has 
relatively good information 
for the larger watersheds 
across the country, but that 
doesn't hold true on the 
smaller ones. The partner- 
ship between the USGS and 
the state had allowed the 
USGS to begin filling in 
those data gaps. 

Ives said installing the 
gauges was costly, and what 
is more costly is removing 
them and putting them back 
when funding returns. That 
cost isn't only in dollars, but 
in data gaps as well. 

The cost to run a gauge 
for a year is about $15,000, 
half of which is paid by the 
USGS. The problem Ives 
sees is that when funding 
on the state side gets cut off, 
not only are staff and other 
resources lost, but efforts at 
securing federal funding 
become more difficult.
